of antisepsis, probing for deep seated 
bullets or performing amputations 
in 
the 
field, 
and 
often 
under 
most 
adverse circumstances, 
have 
been content to cleanse the wounds 
and leave to nature the process of 
healing. 
Good food, the best possible J 
hy genic conditions and careful nurs- j 
ing have alway s been supplied, but 
amputations have been resorted to 
only in the most ex treme cases and 
according to those in a position to 
judge there are thousands of men 
walking around on two legs today 
who, urder the methods practiced 
here and abroad a few y ears ago, 
would have had nut one, if they had 
survived the amputation cf the other. 
In a day when the lay man Is etrongly 
inclined to believe that the surgeons 
are far too prone to use the knife, the 
scissors and the saw, although with­ 
out 
practical knowledge he is re­ 
luctant to advance his opinions, it is 
a comfort to find the best medical 
authorities agreeing that the per­ 
centag e of loss of life has been very 
m aterially reduced by the practice o| 
those very methods which have for 
some tim e appealed to the common 
sense of the non-professional.
